WARD FOUND GUILTY. 


Verdict of the- Jury in Thin Cclclir.it.-<l 


Ca«e—A Motion for H Nrw T* i»l AlaUe, 
and Sentence Deferred. 
NEW YORK, Oct. -29.—Ferdinand Ward, 


the bad partner oi Ihe Gran's, has been 
found guilty under the second count of thu 
indictment under which he was tried.wliich 
charged him with obtaining a certiiied 
check trom the Marina Bank by false rep- 
resentations. The verdict o£ the jury was 
returned shortly after midnight hist night. 
There was a motion for a new trial, and 
sentence was deferred. 


When the court reassembled yesterday, 


the testimony 
ot George C. 
Spencer, 


cashier of the linn of Grant & Ward, was 
heard, and then the prosecution rested. 


Ex-Judge Cochran then opened for the 


defense. 
He said that his client had hivn 


hounded by the press, by financial men ami 
by members of a prominent family, but the 
jury had only to consider the evidence and 
render a verdict accordingly. Mr. Fish,

on

not responsible witness, 
ami 
it was 


the 
first 
time 
that 
a 
convict wns 


called to the stand to testify 
against 


a prisoner in the Court of Over and Teriui- 
ner. Fish was a convict, and his condition 
when sworn as a witnessed prevented his 
being liable for perjury and anything less 
than murder. 
Fish comes here, and ani- 


mated by venom, swears to anything that 
comes Into his head, and being utterly irre- 
sponsible, he knows that he can not be held 
responsible. 
If he testified to try and 


send Ward to prison he is probably work- 
ing for a pardon by making Ward the 
scapegoat. In 1882 the bank was in dif- 
ficulty, and Fish's testimony could not be 
considered 
without corroborative 
testi- 


mony. Upon the evidence a verdict of 
guilty was impossible, on the letter of 
March 29, 1884, iu which Fish said to 
Ward that his troubles were too much for 
him. 
Fish was continually soliciting Ward 


for help. 


William S. Warner, who had entered tne 


room during the remarks of the lawyers 
wan then called to tlie stand for the de- 
fense. He testified he knew Ward and 
recognized the check for 371,800 which he 
hail received in

After certification by the 


Marine Bank, it was deposited in the 
American Exchange Bank.

LONDON, Oct. 29.—Advices from 
the 


East indicate that, while Servia is disposed 
to await tlie decision nf the Balkan confer- 
ence before engaging openly in hostilities, 
King Milan has no intention of abandon- 
ing preparations for war. 
Besides tiiis the 


King lias transmitted a stubborn reply to 
the collective note ot the Powers, in which 
he refiibes to disarm the Servian troops 
until an equilibrium has been restored in 
the Balkans. The King is angry at the 
fact that the conference is to be hold at 
Constantinople instead ot Vienna or fVsth. 


An otlinal report shows that ISO.IKIO 


Turkish noops are now mustered at avail- 
able points on tbe frontier for active service 
in the Balkan peninsula, and reinrVnc'e- 
meuts are continually arriving. The Mus- 
tahfiz, or laiutsturm, and the Bashi-Bamuks 
have been summoned for military duty. 
The levy of tin; lamlsUirm is only resorted 
to as a war measure, and will add over 
lt>0,l)00 men to the service. Circassia has 
tendered 25,UOO cavalry, and Albania has 
promised to assist the Porte.

DISASTROUS 8TORMS. 


Seventy Vessels Wrecked and 


Three Hundred Lives Lost 


on the Labrador Coast, 


Terrible Sufferings of the Snrvivora, 


Many of Whom Are Dying of Ex- 


posure and Hunger. 


Great Distress Among the Families 


Fishermen Along the Coast— 


Belief Badly Needed,

LIKE SHEEP. 


ST. JOHNS, N. B., Oct. 29.—The bark 


Nellie, one o£ the relief vessels sent out to 
the Labrador coast, canie into port yaster- 
day almost) overladen with men, women 
and children, many of whom are still pros- 
trated. There were 2CO in all, but It is 
feared that a large number o£ the rescued 
can not survive. 


News from the scene of the disaster is 


meager. 
There is no telegraph communi- 


cation, and nothing further can ba heard 
until another of tha live steamers which 
have ueeu dispatched returns. The ofiicers 
uf the Nellie report that the hurricane 
was the most severe 
ever experienced 


on the Labador coast. 
Over 
seventy 


vessels were wrecked. 
Some were dashed 


to pieces 
on 
reefs 
far distant from 


shore and everybody on board lost. 
Others 


were dismantled by the gale, and survivors 
clung to the floating rigging and hulls until 
the storm subsided, when they were res- 
cued, by coast wreckers. The great ma- 
jority of the ill-fated cruisers, however, 
were lifted up as if on the swell of a tidal 
wave, and, no longer susceptible to the 
skill of human hands, taken with a mighty 
tow to a lodgement In the surf, when 
the breakers completed the work of de- 
struction. 


It is impossible to tell how many persons 


are lost. The present estimate is three 
hundred, but this does not include- the prob- 
able hundreds who will die from exposure 
and inattention. There are more than two 
thousand sufferers scattered along the bltak 
coast for miles. They are destitute of ev- 
erything—food, fuel and clothing—and un- 
less aid soon reaches them they must nearly 
all perish.
